Changes  abound  this  year  in  pro- 
gramming, facilities,  and  faculty 
throughout  the  Elementary  School. 
The  school's  first  kindergarten.  La  maternelle, 
has  welcomed  sixteen  very  young  and  eager  stu- 
dents under  the  enthusiastic  guidance  of  Claudine 
Martel  and  Celina  Masoud.  Grade  5  has  become 
Lci  clnqiiieme.  with  Helene  Bourduas  and  Martin 
Rondeau  as  titukiires.  The  new  fonn  teachers  in 
La  sixieme  (in  its  fifteenth  year)  are  Jean  Pruneau 
and  Claude  Chaine.  Also  joining  the  Elementary 
School  faculty  are  Nathalie  Lacroix 
(Kindergarten  Physical  Education,  and  Grades  1 
and  4  French)  and  Nathalie  Lauriault  (Grade  3 
French). 

As  of  this  writing,  the  long-delayed  but 
always  expected  K  to  2  playground  is  almost  fin- 
ished. It  will  provide  much  needed  secure  play 
space  for  our  younger  students.  When  officially 
opened,  this  attractive  area  will  also  be  the  drop- 
off and  pick-up  point  for  students  in  these  grades, 
relieving  some  of  the  traffic  congestion  before  and  after  school.  The  school  will  notify  parents  when  this  changeover  is  to  occur. 

Another  major  change  is  the  renovation  of  the  locker  room  in  the  basement  of  the  Lucas  Building.  We  have  installed  oversize  lockers 
for  Grades  3  to  7,  who  use  them  for  coats  and  physical  education  clothing.  This  well-lit  and  well-ventilated  area  replaces  the  former 
locker  room  behind  the  gym  stage.  The  change  allows  for  better  supervision  of  students,  and  more  spacious  storage  for  clothing,  books, 
and  other  gear. 

The  new  year  has  begun  well  and  busily.  Grade  7  travelled  to  Arundel  for  an  overnight  trip  as  the  culmination  of  their  orientation 
activities;  Grade  6  students  have  had  a  week  at  the  farm;  Grade  5  enjoyed  its  Classe  Rouge  in  Orford;  Grade  4  has  visited  Canadiana 
Village;  Grades  1  to  3  are  settling  in  closer  to  home;  and  Maternelle  students  are  still  acclimatizing  to  the  shock  of  full  school  days.  We 
hope  to  build  on  this  good  start.

Each  boy  was  billeted  with  a  Japanese  student  of  the  school 
and  his  family.  The  host  student  guided  his  charge  through  the 
busy  bus  and  train  routes  to  school  each  morning.  Kawagse  is  a 
small  historic  city  an  hour  north  of  Tokyo.  The  private  boy's 
school  has  more  than  one  thousand  junior  and  senior  students.  On 
alternate  days,  Selwyn  boys  attended  classes,  or  toured  various 
local  sites.  When  in  school,  they  led  English  conversation  classes, 
sat  in  on  music  lessons,  and  tested  themselves  in 
physical  education  groups.  Lunch  was  eaten  in 
the  huge  cafeteria  in  the  company  of  boys  from 
all  grades.  The  choices  were  the  standard  rice 
with  vegetables  or  ubiquitous  noodle  broth  which 
etiquette  demands  be  eaten  with  loud  slurping 
sounds.  The  boys  were  amused  to  shuffle  though 
the  day  in  slippers  with  the  rest  of  the  students. 

In  the  evenings,  the  Selwyn  boys  continued  to 
perform  in  their  roles  as  youthful  ambassadors 
but  in  a  more  relaxed  fashion.  They  helped  their 
host  families  practise  speaking  English.  Each 
meal  added  to  their  repertory  of  Japanese  phras- 
es, as  well  as  giving  them  intriguing  and  appetiz- 
ing samples  of  the  cuisine. 

Weekends  and  school  holidays  were  spent 
enjoying  outings  with  the  families.  The  boys  had 
the  opportunity  to  compare  the  thrills  of  Tokyo 
Disneyland  with  the  other  Disney  parks  of  their 


experience.  The  highlight  of  the  expedition  was  an  overnight  stay 
in  the  forested  mountain  resort  of  Nikko,  where  the  group  visited 
only  one  of  fifty-seven  shrines  in  the  area,  the  famous  Tosliagu 
temple  complex.  The  wondrous  painted  and  gilded  structures 
which  surround  the  tomb  of  the  original  shogun,  Tokugawa,  were 
built  in  the  days  when  Champlain  was  still  exploring  the  remote 
silences  of  Quebec. 

The  Canadian  boys  have  expanded  their  horizons  beyond  their 
own  country  and  become  more  aware  of  their  own  roots,  values, 
and  ways  of  thought  at  the  same  time.  They  have  tasted  and 
appreciated  particular  aspects  of  a  land  that  is  different  and 
diverse,  and  yet  as  awe-inspiring  and  welcoming  as  its  emblem — 
the  rising  sun. 


Japan  in  June 


rhe  student  trip  to  Japan  this  summer  was  a  huge  success.  Those 
who  participated  included  Andre  Nguyen,  Adrian  Schauer, 
Lawrence  Moquette,  Morgan  Lackman,  Max  Castle,  Emlyn  McCutcheon- 
Gittens  and  me.
